Technical,  and 
Vocational  Courses 


Mitchell  Community  College  offers 
many  college  transfer  courses.  In  taking 
these  courses,  a  student  may  earn  an  As- 
sociate Degree  in  Science,  Fine  Arts,  or 
Arts.  These  degrees  are  better  known  as 
Pre-Science,  Pre-Liberal  Arts,  Pre-Busi- 
ness  Administration,  and  Pre- Art.  Classes 
to  be  taken  to  earn  these  degrees  are:  sci- 
ence, English,  humanities,  P.E.,  math,  and 
electives. 

To  earn  an  Associate  Degree  in  Applied 
Science,  a  student  must  take  technical 
courses.  Some  of  the  classes  offered  for  this 
course  are:  accounting,  associate  degree 
nursing,  business  administration,  criminal 
justice,  drafting,  electronics,  and  general 
office.

Cooperative  Education 

COOPERATIVE  EDUCATION  (CO- 
OP) integrates  academic  study  with  ca- 
reer-related professional  training.  The  pro- 
gram is  offered  on  an  optional  basis  to  stu- 
dents who  have  completed  at  least  one 
quarter  with  a  minimum  of  2.0  grade  point 
average.  The  student  earns  academic  credit 
based  on  the  number  of  hours  worked  each 
quarter.  Most  co-op  positions  pay  more  than 
the  minimum  wage.  Students  are  able  to 
earn  a  substantial  portion  of  their  income 
for  college  and  other  expenses.  One  of  the 
most  important  learning  experiences  re- 
ported by  co-op  participants  is  the  inde- 
pendence gained  by  being  employed  and 
learning  to  adjust  to  the  "work  world".

Started  as  a  dream  of  one  man, 
Sam  Moore,  it  has  become  one  of  the 
top  majors  chosen  by  students  entering 
MCC.  Today,  the  CJ  department  is 
headed  by  MS.
